dose thie beléng in a DX publication? Well, even though it does seem oa little selfish, 
thade itema mean that there are @tations to be logged during the early-morning hours with 
apecial broadcasts. Each year, about this time, we often catch several Floridians with 
hurricane reports, and thease have helped to mvall our logs, for several of tha stations 
do not have frequemy checks, or other broadesste when they may be logeed. §5, alwaye 
look eardfully through your local papers, and if you see such items as already mentioned, 
or othera, like a prison break, or @ Primary or Election, you ahowld alert yourself for 
radio stations in the areas gentionsd. A Der should always be resourcéful and observ- 
ing, for in that way, hie leg grows, and hie wrifications will include several sye-op- 
anaraé which will make lose fortunate DXera glow af least ‘a slight pink around the gills. 
Another item of great importance ia a map which shows tha emaller cities, for by it you 
will be able to follow the courses of a burricana. In othar werda, if you s¢e Mimri is 
threatened by a horricans, you will than know that Coral Gables and Fort Lauderdale's 
atations will probably aleo be on, for thay are very near ty to Miami. Thies also comes 
in handy when trying to plot the course of a mid-aguth-western tornads. We recomend 
tha map which “Broadcasting” pute out for, I believe, 75¢. Thie map lists every city and 
town in the U,S.4,, its possessions, and Canada, having a radio station on the standard 
broadcast band, Another thing which can help ie the hourly news brosdeaste on several 
of the all-night stations. If anything big is happening, you'll hear about it firet- 
hand, and you can then tune for stations in the area or srese mentioned. Such catches 
are thrilling for news value as well as for DX involved.
